‘We must find a way 
to make cycling safe’ 



Coroner’s call after inquest into 
death of 20-year-old student

DOUBLE Olympic gold medallist Mo Farah, one of Britain’s best-loved athletes, visited 
Canary Wharf last week to sign copies of his autobiography. The 5,000m and 10,000m 
champion runner was born in Mogadishu, Somalia in 1983, but moved to England at the 
age of eight. Charting the tough circumstances he faced growing up, Farah’s autobiography, 
Twin Ambitions, details how he overcame enormous obstacles to realise his dream. 


A CORONER has called for 
safety to be improved at 
a busy junction where a 
cyclist was killed. 

Mary Hassell, sitting at Poplar 
Coroner's Court, said she would 
be writing to Transport for 
London (TfL) to encourage an 
“innovative response” to the 
problems at the narrow junction 
where student Philippine de 
Gerin-Ricard died in July. 

She concluded the student 
was killed after being knocked 
off her bike in an “appalling ac- 
cident” with a lorry 

Ms Hassell also called for im- 
proved education of cyclists. 

“We could change our cul- 
ture,” she said. 

“I appreciate change has al- 
ready begun, but I want to sup- 
port that change so cyclists know 
instinctively how dangerous 
some of these manoeuvres are. 

“There will be more cyclists - 
that is what we want - and we 
have to find new ways to keep 
them safe.” 

Miss de Gerin-Ricard, 20, from

France, was hit by a lorry out- 
side Aldgate East Tube station 
while she rode home to Brom- 
ley-by-Bow on July 5 this year. 
She was on a Boris Bike, cycling 
along one of the London may- 
or's commuter cycle routes. 

Earlier in the week Ms 
Hassell held the inquest into 
the death of Brian Dorling 
who was killed as he cycled 
along another of the cycle routes 
at Bow roundabout in October 


2011. He too died in a collision 
with a lorry. 

The coroner said the routes, 
which are coloured blue, gave cy- 
clists a false sense of security 
and in both cases, provided no 
segregated space for cycling. 

Miss de Gerin-Ricard's moth- 
er, Anne Boudet du Mochet, 
pleaded for road safety for cy- 
clists in London to be tackled 
“now and quickly”.

Walkabouts to focus 
on community safety

RESIDENTS and profes- 
sionals joined councillors 
to launch a new series of 
walkabouts across the 
borough to raise aware- 
ness of community safety 
issues. 

More than a dozen walks are 
planned, and the first took place 
on October 11 in East India & 
Lansbury ward. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman and 
Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid Ahmed 
were joined by the police bor- 
ough commander Dave Stringer, 
police officers, the council's 
head of safer communities, 
Tower Hamlets enforcement 
officers (THE Os), staff from 
Poplar Harca, and youth and 
drug outreach workers. 

They were looking at crime 
and anti-social behaviour 
issues, and the work the 
council, police and partners are 
doing to address them. 

The group met at the Aber- 
feldy Centre in Aberfeldy Street, 
and walked around the Aber- 
feldy Estate where efforts have 
been made to tackle drug and 
alcohol abuse in stairwells. 

Next the group moved on to 
Aberfeldy Street, where action 
is being taken to tackle youth 
disorder and drug dealing and 
misuse, although a resident 
said she was concerned that 
drug dealing was continuing. 
Chief Superintendent Stringer 
said the police would be work- 
ing closely with the council 


and Poplar Harca to take action 
against the dealers. 

In Spey Street, youth services 
have been deployed to help 
tackle anti-social behaviour and 
a dispersal zone application 
has been made to help deal with 
the issue. 

Dog fouling and dangerous 
dogs in Alton Street on the 
Lansbury Estate are issues 
being addressed by officers, 
and the alleyways around 
Chrisp Street Market will 
be targeted in an attempt to 


reduce prostitution in the area. 

Finally, officers visited Fitzger- 
ald House where drug misuse 
and alcohol abuse in stairwells, 
which has previously been 
raised as an issue, is being tack- 
led through patrols and extra 
CCTV cameras. 

Mayor Rahman said: “I spoke 
to many residents and shop 
owners who were very pleased 
with how the council, police 
and housing associations are 
working together to make our 
neighbourhoods safer. 


“I encourage residents to 
engage with us and to give us 
feedback on what more needs 
to be done." 

Cllr Ahmed added: “The first 
series of walkabouts took place 
earlier this year and was a great 
success, helping us to focus on 
the community safety issues 
that mattered to residents, 
which is why I felt it was impor- 
tant to do a second series." 

The walkabouts will take 
place every fortnight until 
April 11 next year.

She told the court: “What 
needs to be discussed is the 
provision of lanes for cyclists. 
Significant action must be 
taken now and quickly." 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “It 
is right that we encourage more 
people to cycle in London, but 
only if the infrastructure is 
there to keep them safe. 

“I hope that the mayor of 
London acts soon to make the 
changes necessary that could 
prevent a repeat of this tragic 
incident." 

Calling on the council to work 
with TfL to improve the safety 
of the borough's roads for cyclist, 
Gerry Matthews from Tower 
Hamlets Wheelers said: “Sadly, 
as the evidence given to both 
inquests shows, both 
Brian and Philippine died be- 
cause there was not sufficient 
space for them to cycle safely 
with other traffic in both those 
locations.” 



A POLICE officer from Tower 
Hamlets Safer Transport 
Team helped deliver a baby 
on Thursday, October 17. 

PC Robert Morgan (pictured) 
was flagged down by a 
motorist at around 1pm just 
over the borough border in 
Newham. The man was 
driving his partner to 
hospital and pulled over to 
ask him for help as the baby 
was on its way. With the 
woman's sister and PC 
Christine Goode, another 
Tower Hamlets officer, he 
helped deliver a baby girl 
at 1.23pm. Mother and baby 
were later taken to an east 
London hospital.

However, I 
wasn’t expecting this today.”

Fairer, faster housing list

A NUMBER of important 
changes have been made 
to the way the council 
and its housing partners 
allocate homes to make 
the service fairer and faster 
for residents. 

The council is on track to 
build 4,000 new and affordable 
homes by the end of the 
financial year - more than any 
other local authority - but it is 
still faced with a high level of 
housing need, with a waiting list 
just short of 22,000. 

Recent changes in legisla- 
tion gave councils greater 
freedom to change their lettings 
policies and housing allocation 
practices to suit local needs 
and people. 

The council has introduced 
changes to its allocations 
policy and processes following 
feedback from residents in a 
consultation exercise last year. 


The new policy now means: 

■ People in a household 
earning more than £85,000 
(before tax) can no longer be 
added to the housing waiting 
list. Under the old rules anyone 
could join, regardless of house- 
hold income. 

■ Anyone who refuses three 
properties will be demoted to 
the bottom of their housing 
band for 12 months and they will 
be demoted again if they later 
continue to refuse any proper- 
ty offered. In the past, people 
could continue to refuse prop- 
erties - on average properties 
were rejected four times before 
being accepted, making it slow- 
er for people further down the 
list to be offered a home. 

■ There will be a three-bid 
limit per property per advert 
cycle, ending the practice of 
unlimited bidding that was 
the main cause of so many 
offers being refused. This 
will mean more focused bids, 


significantly reducing the 
administrative cost of the 
two million bids placed last 
year. Auto bidders will not 
be restricted. 

■ People will need to have lived 
in Tower Hamlets continuous- 
ly for three years or more 
before being able to join the 
housing register. 

■ Homeowners or people 
with a track record of anti- 
social behaviour can no longer 
be added. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Providing affordable, high qual- 
ity housing is a key priority for 
me, and any way that we can 
improve our systems to help 
families with a genuine need 
into suitable properties, needs 
to be explored." 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing, added: 
“Tailoring the criteria to suit our 
community and people on low 
incomes will help ensure we are 
focusing our resources on the 


people who need help the most 
and reduce wasted time so we 
can get people housed more 
quickly.”

Terror arrests 

TWO men, both aged 25, were 
arrested in a car in Mansell 
Street, Whitechapel on Sunday, 
October 13, as part of a pre- 
planned intelligence operation 
by the Met Police. 

Officers searched six address- 
es in the capital and arrested a 
total of four men on suspicion 
of the commission, prepara- 
tion or instigation of acts 
of terrorism under the Terrorism 
Act 2000. 

The two men - both British 
nationals, one of Turkish and 
one of Algerian origin - were 
taken to a south London police 
station and remained in custody 
as East End Life went to press.

Cash help for 
16+ students 

HUNDREDS of young 
people have rushed to 
apply for money through 
the Mayor’s Education 
Award (MEA). 

In the week after the entry 
period formally opened on 
October 1, a total of 319 applica- 
tions had been received. 

Now in its third year, the 
MEA helps students from poor- 
er backgrounds stay in educa- 
tion after their GCSEs. 

Successful applicants will 
receive £400 a year to help 
towards the costs of studying, 
for items such as books, travel 
or for field trips. 

The council expects to fund 
all eligible students so is encour- 
aging as many students as pos- 
sible to apply 

Cllr Oliur Rahman, cabinet 
member for children, schools 
and families, said: “It is clear that 
word is now spreading, thanks 
to school staff and previous 
recipients of the grants, that this 
is a great initiative which is 
making a real difference to 
young people's prospects.”

With £1.31 million available in 
round 2 of the scheme, and 
grants of up to £300,000 on 
offer, this round will be even 
bigger - providing larger grants 
to faith organisations strug- 
gling to access funding for 
large-scale capital projects.

Next generation 
of social workers

THE council is taking part 
in a new pilot scheme 
aimed at finding the 
next generation of social 
workers. 

Tower Hamlets is one of a 
handful of local authorities to 
have been selected to take part 
in the Frontline programme. 

Eight graduates will spend a 
year in the council's social work 
team, gaining frontline experi- 
ence during their paid place- 
ments, after which they will 
become permanent staff, 
subject to meeting the usual 
industry requirements. 

Frontline is charitably run 
and is being trialled in London 
and Manchester before being 
rolled out nationally. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “I 
am proud of everyone who has 
been involved in bringing this 
innovative scheme to Tower 


Hamlets. It is wonderful to be 
able to strengthen our social 
work at the same time as in- 
creasing employment opportu- 
nities for talented young people." 

The initiative's advantages 
for Tower Hamlets include 
attracting more talented people 
into social work and the 
opportunity to employ eight 
highly trained social workers in 
two years. 

It also gives the council the 
opportunity to be involved in 
influencing forward-thinking 
social work education, and will 
offer extra training and devel- 
opment opportunities for exist- 
ing social work staff. 

Cabinet member for health 
and wellbeing Cllr Abdul 
Asad said: “At any one time we 
have around 20 social worker 
vacancies, which are filled by 
agency staff. 

“This scheme is a great way 
of giving us the chance to 


develop excellent new staff 
who have been identified as be- 
ing among the country's elite 
trainee social workers. 

“Having permanent, highly 
trained social workers is always 
the best approach to ensure our 
clients - those in our communi- 
ty in need of expert help - receive 
the best possible service." 

Over the next few months, 
experts from Frontline and the 
councils involved will meet 
with hundreds of students from 
which 100 candidates will be 
selected for the programme. 

The eight trainees chosen for 
Tower Hamlets will join the 
council in August 2014 after 
an intensive, five-week course 
delivered by established 
experts in the industry. 

As well as the funding for the 
trainees' bursary payments from 
the Government, the council 
will receive £4,500 per trainee to 
cover costs - £36,000 in total.

THE issues of families on 
low incomes and helping 
young people are always 
at the forefront of our 
minds. 

For example, the Mayor's Ed- 
ucation Award (ME A) is now in 
its third year and has never been 
more important. 

We have always wanted to en- 
sure we do everything possible 
to avoid young people dropping 
out of education after their 
GCSEs. This was why in 2011, we 
launched this scheme which dis- 
tributes grants of up to £400 per 
student each year. In 2012/13, we 
distributed 1,485 grants. 

Now there is a legal require- 
ment (known as Raising the Par- 
ticipation Age) for people to stay 
in education or training until 
they are 18 - so this financial 
help is more vital than ever. 

The deadline for applying is 
within three months of enrol- 
ment so there is little time to de- 
lay. The full details of this 
scheme can be found at 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/ 
mea or the benefits team, who 
organise the scheme, will be 
happy to help you on 7364 5001. 

The launch of this year's 
scheme came as the entry pe- 
riod closed for the Mayor's High- 
er Education Award, a new 
version aimed at university stu- 
dents which was launched in 
the summer after the success of 
the MEA. 

There has been an over- 


whelming response to this new 
bursary scheme, in which suc- 
cessful applicants receive £1,500 
to help with the cost of higher 
education. 

A total of 818 applications 
were received for the 400 grants 
available so our team is now as- 
sessing each application to 
make sure they are distributed 
fairly. 

There is an array of talent 
among our youngsters. We 
must do everything we can to 
support them and encourage 
them to fulfil their potential. 

One such way is through the 
Mayor's Education Achieve- 
ment Ceremony, a dinner in No- 
vember in celebration of the 
finest academic achievements 
and examples of community in- 
volvement among GCSE and A 
level students. 

With this year's students 
achieving the best ever results 
in both standards, head teach- 
ers have had a tough time de- 
ciding which of their 
high-performing students to 
nominate!

Be aware and 
spot the signs 

BEING breast aware is part of 
caring for your body. It means 
getting to know how your 
breasts look and feel so you 
know what is normal for you. 
You can then feel more confi- 
dent about noticing any unusu- 
al changes. 

If you are aged between 50 and 70, 
you will be invited to attend routine 
breast X-rays, but it is important to 
check your breasts regularly for any ab- 
normalities and see your GP right 
away if you have any concerns. 


■ Touch - feel for a lump or other 
changes. 

■ Look - for changes in shape and 
texture. 

■ Check - with your GP if you find any 
changes. 

Most changes won't turn out to be 
breast cancer, but if it is, the sooner it 
is diagnosed the more effective treat- 
ment may be. 

Always go for your routine X-ray 
when you're invited, because they can 
spot lumps before you can feel them.

Get help to deal with side-effects

WOMEN who suffered 
severe after-effects from 
radiotherapy treatment 
for breast cancer up to 30 
years ago are being offered 
help at a pioneering clin- 
ic at Barts Cancer Centre. 

Barts is one of three UK cen- 
tres where a team of specialists 
clinically assess women who 
have been affected, and offer a 
comprehensive treatment plan 
to address both physical and 
psychological symptoms. 

Modern breast radiotherapy 
is highly advanced and aims to 
protect surrounding areas of the 
body, which means that risk of 
damage and injury is veiy small. 

But it is now accepted that a 
significant number of women 
- and some men - who re- 
ceived breast radiotherapy 
around or before 1990 are liv- 
ing with significant and com- 
plex side-effects. 

These include pain in the 
arm, hand and neck, reduced 
sensation, function and mobil- 
ity of the arm and hand, osteo- 
porosis, rib fractures, lung 
problems and psychological 
and emotional distress. 

Staff want women to be 
made aware of the help and sup- 
port offered by the breast radio- 
therapy injury rehabilitation 
service, which opened earlier 
this year. The team has seen 25 
patients since January.

Clinical oncologist Dr Virginia 
Wolstenholme said: “We know 
there are many more women 
living with the condition who 
may be vulnerable and isolat- 
ed and therefore in even more 
need of support and help from 
clinical staff at the clinic.'' 

She added: “As an oncologist 
I want to explain what happens 
now, how things have changed 
and how we can help to treat 


the side-effects they are still 
suffering.'' 

Breast cancer clinical nurse 
specialist Marianna Shiafkou 
said: “For people who come to 
clinic the sense of relief, and 
hope after years of neglect is pal- 
pably high.''

THE support that a centre in Bow gives residents 
with alcohol or drugs addictions was highlighted at 
a conference held to discuss the impact on children 
of substance misuse.

Almost 100 delegates attended 
the council's first Hidden Harm 
event held at Toynbee Hall in 
Whitechapel earlier this month. 

During the day the team 
from Overland Children's Cen- 
tre was praised for its work in 
supporting residents with alco- 
hol or drugs addictions. 

Overland was one of 15 chil- 
dren's centres across the coun- 
try chosen to be part of the First 
Steps pilot project with special- 
ist charity Addaction, funded by 
the Department for Education 
two years ago. 

The aim of First Steps was 
to help build the skills and 
confidence of practitioners 
and ensure they are better pre- 
pared to identify and offer ef- 
fective support to families 


affected by substance misuse. 

An evaluation of the pilot 
project singled out the Overland 
centre as an example of best 
practice for learning and its 
work with families. 

The Hidden Harm confer- 
ence on October 7 also included 
a theatre production by Drug- 
FAM and the Citadel Theatre, 
which portrayed the impact of 
substance misuse to families 
from a child's perspective. 

Jo Freeman, children's centres 
manager, said: “I am very proud 
of the work that Overland have 
accomplished. There are many 
council services in Tower Ham- 
lets that are doing some excel- 
lent work around substance 
misuse, but Overland have 
shown that children need sup- 


port too. This family-based ap- 
proach has been tested, and it 
really does benefit the whole 
family - long term."

man, said “Overland Children's 
Centre is leading the country in 
work that will make a huge dif- 
ference to families.

The man who made The Who 


Rough and ready East 
Ender and his public 
school educated pal 
helped shape the 
identity of one of the 
world's biggest bands. 

BY JOHN RENNIE 


THEY were an unlikely business 
pairing. The flamboyant, gay, 
public-school educated son of a 
classical composer; the hard nut East 
End tug boat captain’s son with an 
'impenetrable cockney accent’. 

Yet the brilliant and volatile cocktail of Kit 
Lambert and Chris Stamp were responsible 
for the success of the most exciting of the 
British bands that conquered America in the 
mid-Sixties. The crash, when it came, would 
be terrible, but the ride was exhilarating. 

Chris Stamp was born on July 7, 1942 
in Stepney, one of a large East End brood 
raised by mother Ethel, his grandparents 
and a gaggle of aunts, his father Tom 
frequently away at sea. 

A life on the docks or in dead-end jobs 
could have followed for a working class boy 
not desperately interested in school, but hed 
already seen one of his siblings escape to 
something far more glamorous. 

The eldest of the six, Terence, had gone 
to stage school and - in 1962 - had starred 
in a movie opposite Laurence Olivier; he was 
well on the way to becoming one of the 
hottest of the new, young, working class 
British actors of the Sixties, sharing a flat 
with Michael Caine. 

Stamp junior was more interested in 
making films than starring in them, and 
landed a job at Shepperton Studios. 

In the days when Britain still had a movie 
business, it was one of the biggest and, 
chance lending a hand, he formed a firm 
friendship with a fellow worker: Kit Lam- 
bert, five years his senior. 

Lambert was the son of composer Con- 
stant Lambert, born in Kensington, with a 
degree from Oxford, and a spell in the army. 

The exotic Lambert had spent time in 
a Brazilian jail when his expedition to 
discover the source of a tributary of the 
Amazon (a documentary film was to be 
made) had gone horribly wrong. 

His colleague was speared to death by 
tribesmen and it was only the intervention 
of the expedition sponsors, the Daily Ex- 
press, which got him free. 

By 1964, Stamp and Lambert were shar- 
ing a London flat, and working together as 



assistant directors on I Could Go On 
Singing, The L-Shaped Room and Of Human 
Bondage but the younger man was away 
in Dublin, working on a biopic of playwright 
Sean O'Casey when he got the call that 
would change his life. 

The pair had been watching the explo- 
sion of beat music with detached interest 
(neither knew much about pop music), plan- 
ning a documentary about the London scene. 

But they had been looking for a band with 
more fire than the anodyne Merseybeat 
knock-offs peppering the charts. 

“Our idea was to find a group that some- 
how represented the emerging ideas of our 
time,” said Stamp. “They would be rebellious 
and anarchistic.” 

Lambert found it at the Railway Hotel in 
Harrow, where a band from Acton called 
the High Numbers were entertaining (and 
terrifying an audience) with a wall of 
feedback and chaotic drums, and a cache 
of brilliant songs beneath. 

The pair saw them again at the Watford 
Trade Union Hall, shuck up a conversation with 
the band after the gig, and decided they could 
do a lot more than make a film about them. 

They swiftly pulled together £150 to buy 
out the band's existing manager, Pete Mead- 
en, told the band to revert to their previous 
moniker of The Who and set about restyling 
them as the face of the Mod generation. 

Mods were already going to see the band, 
but now the clothes were sharpened up, 
so was the hair, and Lambert sent the 
four along to Max Factor in the West End 


to learn how to apply stage make-up. 

Artful chiaroscuro posters promising 
'Maximum R&B' began to appear across 
London. Despite the fact the pair knew noth- 
ing about the music business, their anar- 
chic style was a perfect fit for Daltrey, 
Townshend, Entwhistle and Moon. 

“Kit Lambert and Chris Stamp were the fifth 
and sixth members of The Who,” said Daltrey. 

“Kit, with outrageous behaviour and 
ideas on how to manipulate the media, and 
Chris, the expert in cool, menace, and scams ! 

“Their contribution to the band should 
never be underestimated.'” 

Lambert the 'public school ponce' as one 
paper memorably described him in the Six- 
ties; Stamp adding the suggestion of threat 
should things not go as they wanted, had 
a cockney accent so thick that Keith Moon 
claimed he couldn't understand him (as a 
working class boy from Wembley this 
should be taken with a pinch of salt). 

The Who became huge, and arguably the 
first art rock band, as Townshend increas- 
ingly refused to accept the constraints of 
the three-minute pop song, with experi- 
mental albums like A Quick One, Tommy 
and Ouadrophenia, and increasingly 'auto- 
destructive' stage shows. 

Lambert and Stamp upped the chaos ear- 
ly on, throwing smoke bombs and flares on 
stage; by the end of the Sixties it was de 
rigeur for The Who to destroy their kit by 
the end of a gig. 

And by now the pair had set up their own 
label, Track, which brought Jimi Hendrix to

the British charts, as well as the Crazy World 
of Arthur Brown and Thunderclap Newman. 

But by the early Seventies, the band and 
their managers were on auto-destruct too. 
Drugs and alcohol were pulling the rela- 
tionship apart. 

“They lived like rock stars,” Townshend 
told Billboard magazine, “and they really 
stopped functioning as managers - or the 
type of managers they had been.” 

“We were out to lunch, no doubt about 
that,” admitted Stamp. 

In 1972, Daltry, curious as to why the band 
were working so hard, but making so lit- 
tle cash, requested an audit, and found a 
'black hole' in the group's finances. Dis- 
honesty? Chaos rather. 

“None of the money had gone miss- 
ing, "argued Stamp, “it just wasn't in the 
books. Keith Moon used to grab a big bun- 
dle of cash, so did Pete Townshend, so did 
John Entwistle and so did Roger Daltrey. 

“You knew there was drugs money, 
booze money and madness money, and 
that's where it went. 

“This was years of madness and mayhem 
on the road, smashed cars and paid-off chicks 
and so on. Anyone in rock 'n' roll knew that.” 

But, as Townshend, even in his own drug- 
and-alcohol meltdown, realised, the chaos 
recipe that had driven them to the top 
wouldn't keep them there. 

Another East Ender, Bill Curbishley (a 
Track employee, former schoolmate of 
Chris) had a far cooler grasp of figures, and 
showed the band how they could keep, 
rather than spend, their earnings. 

Lambert and Stamp were ousted amid 
acrimony and lawsuits. Lambert went 
into a spiral of alcohol and drug use, dying 
in 1981 after falling down the stairs in his 
mother's Kensington home. 

Stamp, meanwhile, somehow pulled 
back from the brink, going into rehab in 1987. 

Time heals most (if not all wounds) and 
by the Nineties the band and their former 
manager were friends again. 

Stamp wrote sleeve notes to the reissued 
A Quick One in 1995, worked with Town- 
shend on other reissued material, and 
joined the board of the John Entwistle Foun- 
dation, set up in memory of the band's bass 
player, who died in 2002. 

In recent years he was seen at Who gigs, 
a broad smile on his face, simply enjoying 
the music. Daltrey and Stamp, in particu- 
lar, became firm friends once again. 

Stamp died on November 24, 2012 of can- 
cer. He was survived by Calixte, his wife of 
33 years, daughters Rosie and Amie, from 
his previous marriage to Sally Burgess, six 
grandchildren, three brothers and a sister.

WORLD Mental Health Day pro- 
motes education, awareness and 
advocacy of mental health issues all 
over the globe. 


This year, the focus was to support work 
being done by anti-stigma campaign Time 
to Change. 

The campaign, led by charities Mind and 
Rethink Mental Illness, was set up to pro- 
mote a better understanding of mental health 
and combat discrimination towards people 
who experience mental health problems. 

The Tower Hamlets Health and Wellbe- 
ing Board was the first in the country to sign 
the Time to Change pledge at an event held 
at the Town Hall on the day, October 10. 

Following sign up by the council last year, 
board members Tower Hamlets Clinical 
Commissioning Group, East London Foun- 
dation Trust and Barts Health NHS Trust 
along with local organisations Tower Ham- 
lets Homes and mental health charity Mind 
all signed up to the pledge to combat men- 
tal health stigma. 

Michael Carroll from the Time to Change 
campaign opened the event and spoke 
about the stigma people with mental health 
problems suffer. 

This was followed by a performance by 
a group of residents who use mental health 
services in the borough. They performed three 
inspiring pieces which depicted how they 
deal with problems in their daily lives. The 
final piece was the enactment of a poem en-

He said: "Time to Change is an important 
movement and one I am pleased to be a part 
of. When I first signed the pledge for the coun- 
cil last year, it was a commitment to take ac- 
tion towards making sure all residents 
were treated fairly and it has been something 
I continue to work towards. 

“It is my pleasure to once again reaffirm 
that commitment, this time on behalf of 
all the organisations of the Health and 
Wellbeing Board.” 

Tower Hamlets has amongst the highest 
levels of mental health need in the country 
and the Health and Wellbeing Board is 
promoting mental wellbeing as one of its 
key priorities, taking a lead in fighting stig- 
ma, and overseeing the development and de- 
livery of a new strategy. 

The plan sets out a three-year vision for 
improving the quality of life for people with 
mental health problems. 

Students at Queen Mary, University of Lon- 
don also showed support for the Time to 
Change campaign. The Student Union 
launched its Mental Wellbeing Campaign 
by signing the pledge and holding a day of 
activities on WMHD to encourage both 
students and staff to start conversations 
about mental health. The university is also 
considering signing the pledge later this aca- 
demic year. 

Throughout the day there were opportu- 
nities to take part in interactive music 
workshops, meet service providers, relax with

STEAMPUNK fans should head to 
the George Tavern this Friday, 
October 25 to see Bow cellist 
Emma Butterworth and her band, 
Pocketwatch.

Eating out, eating in 

The school rules fox 
a true taste of Japan

SOZAI Cooking School is the first in 
the UK dedicated to authentic 
Japanese food. 

In addition to well-known dishes such 
as sushi and tempura, the school offers a 
range of classes in traditional cuisine, in- 
cluding kaseiki, a multi-course dinner, ca- 
sual and street food including ramen 
noodles and savoury okonomiyaki pancakes. 

The latter name is derived from the word 
okonomi, meaning “what you like” or 
“what you want”, and yaki meaning 
“grilled” or “cooked”. 

Asta, based beneath the school, is a 
Japanese lunch place with two outlets in 
the City and is the brain child of Akitoshi 
Handa, who was part of the start-up team 
for Wagamama. 

The restaurant is located at the Hounds- 
ditch end of Middlesex Street and is open 
from 11am to 3pm. I originally spotted it on 
a visit to the bustling Sunday street mar- 
ket and felt drawn to pay them a visit. 

On the day in question I arrive towards 
the end of a lunch period when the light 
airy school refectory- style restaurant was 
quite quiet. 

This allowed me ample time to quiz my 
server regarding the variety of the dishes 
available. The way that the menu is set out 


Asta at the Sozai Cooking School serves 
up an authentic taste of Japan 

with a focus on fresh produce well prepared 
using traditional Japanese techniques. It has 
a wide range of options from several ben- 
to boxes. A traditional bento holds rice, fish 
or meat, with pickled or cooked vegetables, 
usually in a box-shaped container. 

Asta helpfully had several samples of box- 
es and other dishes on display which gave 
me a good idea of what's on offer. 

After some deliberation, I decided on hot 
noodle soup with udon. My bowl was an 
absolute delight, although coming in a rea- 
sonable sized receptacle the contents left 
me feeling satisfied without being stuffed. 

The noodles were delicious, the vegeta- 
bles just right with enough crispness and 
crunch to add texture to the dish as well 
as flavour. 

The seafood was fresh and tasty and I was 
pleased that I didn't add the pork to the 
broth that I was helpfully advised against. 
I had a large bottle of oolong tea to go with 
my lunch. Probably not the best choice but 
it was mine, not the restaurant's. 

The meal came in at a shockingly good 
value for money £10.50.

My Big Fat Moussaka - serves 10-12 

Ingredients 

8og butter 

500g waxy potatoes, scrubbed 

75g plain flour 

and cut into thick slices 

1.2 litres milk 

2 tbsp olive oil 

1 tsp mustard 

2 onions, peeled and chopped 

250g leftover cheese, grated 

4 cloves garlic, crushed

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to i90°C 
(375°F) mark 5. Put the potatoes 
in a large pan of water, bring up 
to the boil and simmer until 
cooked. Drain and set aside. 

2. Heat the oil in a frying pan, 
add the onion, garlic and spices 
and cook for 5 mins. Turn up the 
heat and add the lamb and 
cook for another 4-5 mins, add 
the tomatoes and season. Con- 
tinue to cook for about 20-25 
mins adding the stock in stages. 

3. To make the sauce, place the 
butter, flour, milk and mustard 


in a small saucepan and, whisk- 
ing continuously, cook over a 
medium heat until the sauce 
thickens. Turn down and let the 
sauce cook for 2 minutes. Add 
the grated cheese (reserving a 
handful for the topping), eggs, 
nutmeg and seasoning. 

4. In a shallow ovenproof dish 
or individual freezer dishes, lay- 
er the meat with the potato 
slices, finishing with a layer of 
potato. Pour the sauce over the 
potatoes and sprinkle with the 
reserved grated cheese. 

5. Cook for 25-30 mins.

REGENERATION work at New 
Union Wharf estate on the 
Isle of Dogs began on 
October 15 with the 
demolition of a block of flats.

Heron Court was the first of 
seven blocks to be bulldozed, 
to make way for 399 energy- 
efficient riverside flats. 
Part-funded by the mayor of 
London, the homes will 
range from one to four 
bedrooms, available for 
social rent, shared 
ownership and outright sale.

Tidy up and grow garlic 


Tips from Cable 
Street Community 
Gardens 

THIS is the time of year to 
tidy up the garden and 
other growing spaces. 

It is a good time to try to get 
rid of perennial weeds such as 
couch grass and bindweed, care- 
fully removing as much of the 
roots as possible before the 
new growing season allows 
them to multiply and take over. 

These weeds should not be 
added to a compost heap. 
Unless they are subjected to very 
high temperatures, they will lie 
dormant and come to life again 
when you spread your compost 
back on the ground. 

It is also the time to prune and 
tidy bushes and shrubs. Be care- 
ful not to prune too close to the 


m 



main trunk or stem, which will 
allow disease to enter. Make a 
clean, angled cut just outside the 
slight bulge where the branch 
meets the trunk. This will allow 
the cut to be naturally sealed. 

But do leave a few stems of 
hardy perennials and grasses, 
which offer a welcome home to 
all kinds of bugs and beetles, 
many of them helpful for plants. 

And, wherever possible, cre- 
ate safe wildlife havens by pil- 
ing up a few logs or branches 
and leaving them undisturbed. 


They may become homes for 
frogs, toads and even small 
birds, such as wrens and robins. 
■ Although it is the end of the 
growing season for many veg- 
etables, now is the ideal time to 
plant garlic. It is best to buy the 
bulbs from nurseries as these will 
be adapted to our climate. The 
bulbs we buy in shops are main- 
ly from much warmer climates 
and may not fare well in the UK. 

Break the bulb into cloves 
and plant them about 3-40x1. (1.5- 
2 inch) deep, with the pointed 
end up in well-drained soil, 
preferably in a sunny spot. Keep 
well watered. 

Cold helps the bulbs develop, 
so they don't need covering. 

Stop watering a few weeks 
before harvesting in early sum- 
mer and enjoy a flavour that 
cannot be bought in the shops. 


Fire cuts power 
and water to flats

A FIRE, which broke out in 
the intake cupboard at a 
block of flats in Spital- 
fields, left residents with- 
out power and water in 
part of the block. 

Some residents at Hobson's 
Place, Woodseer Street were af- 
fected for five days after the in- 
cident on October 9. 

A spokesman for Tower Ham- 
lets Community Housing, which 
manages the properties, said 
staff worked late to deliver bat- 
tery-operated lights and bottled 


water to each flat. He said bad- 
ly damaged wiring meant work 
had to continue to re-connect 
supply to each of the properties. 

“This was complicated - we 
usee our own contractors but 
had to co-ordinate work with 
two third parties, namely UK 
Power Networks and EDF," the 
spokesman said. 

But residents said THCH had 
“breached multiple covenants'' 
in lease and rent agreements, 
and leaseholders were threat- 
ening to withhold further ser- 
vice charges without a thorough 
investigation into the fire. 


THCH said the power had 
been restored to most flats by 
Monday, October 14, and staff 
were attempting to contact res- 
idents who had not been in 
touch to allow access to their 
properties. 

The spokesman said THCH 
wrote to all the residents on 
each day of the power loss, ho- 
tel accommodation was offered 
to tenants and residents were 
also offered an allowance for 
food until power was restored. 

He said THCH would be re- 
viewing its processes and meth- 
ods of communication.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Every year we receive many housing transfer applications based on medical needs, i.e. cases where residents wish to move to another 
property because of their medical problems and consider their current home to be unsuitable. 

In order to assess each medical case correctly, all medical applications are assessed by independent health advisors. Once the health advisor has 
assessed the case they will notify us of their recommendation which will be considered by the lettings team. We will inform the applicant of the 

decision, if a medical priority has been awarded. 

We have published examples of cases where a medical priority has been awarded and some where a medical application has been refused. 
This will give you a better understanding of the type of medical applications we receive and how they are assessed.

Case Types 


We have given some examples of cases where a health assessment has taken 
place to give you an idea of how a priority may be awarded. We keep in mind the 
nature of the health problem and whether the home they live in is suitable. 

REJECTED 

Applicant recently had a caesarean section. 

This is a common operation for which full recovery is expected. It is not a 
long term substantial illness or disability. The applicants housing would not 
be a factor so we would not consider it for an assessment. 

Applicant's asthma is made worse by other family members cigarette smoke 

This is a lifestyle rather than a medical issue. The applicant will suffer from 
asthma wherever they live and unless the family members stop smoking in 
the home it will continue to be an issue. We would not consider this for an 
assessment. 

NO PRIORITY 

Applicant complaining of back pain. Currently lives in a 2 bed, 3rd floor flat 
with 2 children under 10. 

An OT (occupational therapist) assessment took place. The flat is served by a 
lift and is on one level with no internal stairs. Therefore the flat is deemed as 
suitable and no priority is awarded. 

Applicant has asthma. Currently lives in a 3 bed, 3rd floor un-lifted flat with 
spouse and 4 children. 

The evidence provided gave the medication the applicant was on and the 
doctor who assessed the case felt that the Asthma is currently well 
controlled. There are no reasons why the applicant cannot manage the stairs. 
Therefore no priority is awarded. 

Applicant in 30s diagnosed with arthritis. Current home is a 2 bed 1st floor 
flat. 

An OT assessment took place. The applicant was able to get into their own 
home and move around it unassisted. Therefore no priority was awarded. 

Applicant claims to suffer from recurrent chest infections. Current home is 
a 1 bed, 4th floor lifted flat. 

Current illness is relatively minor in nature and is treated by standard 
medication. They have a lift. Therefore no priority is awarded. 

EXTENUATING 

Applicant is in their late 50s and suffering from severe osteo-arthritis. 
Current home is on the ground floor with four steps to the front door. 

This illness is long term and getting around will get harder with time. They 
cannot manage the four steps so cannot get in or out of the home. A home 
with no steps inside or outside is needed. It does not have to be ground floor 
provided there is a lift. Therefore extenuating priority is awarded. 

10 year old child with congenital heart defect and epilepsy. Currently resides 
with his parents in his grandparent's house. The house is overcrowded to the 
extent that there is no room for essential medical equipment. 

Space is required for the medical equipment for this illness which is severe 
and long term. The house is not suitable and so extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

4 year old child with cerebral palsy. Currently lives in a two bed flat with 
parents and 2 siblings. 

An OT assessment took place. They confirmed that the current home cannot 
be adapted. Therefore the home is not suitable for the child and extenuating 
priority is awarded. 

Mother of 40 shares bedroom with daughter. One son. She has enduring 
mental health problems, including bi-polar disorder. Currently lives in 2 bed 
home. 

The nature of her mental illness is such that she needs her own bedroom 
and the overcrowding would affect her mental state. The home is unsuitable 
because they need an extra bedroom therefore extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

EMERGENCY 

Applicant in their 30s has undergone below-knee amputation because of 
bone tumour and is currently undergoing chemotherapy. Family home is an 
un lifted maisonette above the ground floor, with bathroom and toilet 
upstairs. 

Applicant cannot get upstairs so the hospital will not be able to release them 
as the home is unsuitable. Therefore emergency priority is awarded. 

Applicant in their mid 20s has inoperable cancer, currently undergoing 
radical radiotherapy with care from a known hospice. Current home is on 
the 3rd floor and un-lifted. 

The hospice cannot release them as the home is unsuitable and emergency 
priority is awarded.

For example, if you see a 
particular property type typically going 
to bidders in higher Bands or with older 
Preference Dates, you might see the 
value of adjusting the types of property 
you bid for.

On the 17th October we introduced some major changes to the j 
Allocations Scheme which will affect everyone currently on, or 
applying to, the Tower Hamlets housing register. 

Outlined below is a brief overview of some of the key changes to the 
Allocations Scheme and how you will be affected. 

PRIORITY BANDS 

We have reduced the Priority bands from four to three. Band 4 has now 
been removed and any applicants previously placed in this band have 
now been contacted and either removed from the housing register or re- 
banded (the majority of those removed were applicants living outside of 
the Borough). 

All applicants with the exception of Emergencies will queue in Preference 
Date order within their Priority Band. 

BAND 1 - This is split into 2 groups: 

Group A - Emergency cases 

Priority Decants with less than 1 year to the clearance 
date of their property. 

Medical/Disability need for a Ground floor or Wheelchair 
Category A or B accessible property 

Under occupiers 

Group B - Extenuating social or medical awards 

Decants 

Priority Target Groups and armed forces personnel in 
urgent housing need 

BAND 2 Overcrowded applicants 

Homeless applicants 

BAND 3 Households with no defined housing need 

ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 

• Generally, those applying to the housing register must have a 

minimum 3 years' continuous residence in Tower Hamlets at the point 
of application 

• An income threshold of £85,000 for single or joint applications has 
been introduced 

• Homeowners are typically not eligible to join the register 

• Persons found guilty of Anti-Social Behaviour will not be allowed to 
join the housing register 

BIDDING 

• A maximum of 3 bids will be allowed during each bidding cycle 

• 'Real time' bid positions will be available at the time of bidding on the 
web or by phone 

• A Browse Aloud option will be available for partially sighted applicants 
bidding on the web

OFFERS 

• A maximum of 3 offers of housing will be made 

• If more than 3 offers are refused the person's application will be 
demoted to the bottom of their Priority Band for a period of 12 
months. Any subsequent offer will result in a further 12 months' 
demotion 

• Results of offers will be published and updated regularly on the 
Homeseekers website allowing you to see what Priority Band and 
Preference Date the successful bidders had.
